A Loyola Stalwart 
Eileen Gibbons 


Retires 


When any student from 1942 on 
(and even before that time) calls Loy- 
ola to ask for records, he is likely to 
be astounded by a friendl¥‘ Irish voice 
answering with ‘Oh yes, | remember 
you.” 

This aspect of what has become a 
part of the tradition at Loyola is about 
to end with the resignation of Miss 
Eileen Gibbons as Assistant Registrar. 

When Miss Gibbons came to Loy- 
ola, she was the first woman to do so, 
and special permission had to be 
granted from the General of the Jesuit 
Order in Rome. 

The decision to leave Loyola after 
32 years of service was made easier, 
she says, by the resignation of Father 
Malone. ‘‘| used to dread leaving”, 
she says, ‘it’s been my whole life, 
and I'veloved working for the Jesuits."’ 
As soon as she heard anout Father Ma- 
lone’s decision, she reacted with 
“When he goes, | go too’’, and sub- 
mitted her resignation. The resigna- 
tion takes effect June 30, but Miss 
Gibbons has agreed to come back 
for three days a week until after Fall 
Convocation. 

Since she came to Loyola on June 
6, 1942, Miss Gibbons has become 
known not only for her efficiency, but 
for her wit, humor, and friendly man- 
ner. 

The Registrar at Carlton, who at 
one time was asked to survey theper- 
sonnel at Loyola, praised her work 
by saying ‘‘Miss Gibbons doesn’t see 
the records as pieces of paper, she 
sees them as human beings’. The 
great number of students who wrote 
to her on the occasion of her 25th 
Anniversary at Loyola expressed their 
feeling that her treatment of people 
was uniquely personal.

Although our printers are trying to 
keep prices within reason, they have 
no control over the price of paper 
which has been rising steadily and 
will probably continue to do so. Pos- 
tage rates have also gone up. 

The ‘‘Alumnews” forms a vital link 
between Loyola and its graduates as 
it is the only source of information 
for most graduates on event and de- 
velopments at the College. It is essen- 
tial that the “Alumnews" continue to 
be published. 

Nevertheless costs have to be met. 
Until now the “‘alumnews"’ has been 
heavily subsidized by Loyola College. 
Whether a publication of this nature 
can ever become self-sufficient is 
doubtful, but at least the burden can 
be lightened if members of the Alumni 
Association, in a postion to do so, 
are prepared to contribute a dollar 
or two to ensure its continued exis- 
tence, 

The publication has a circulation of 
about 10,000 and each year thefigure 
increases as new students graduate. 
Mailing costs alone amountto approxi- 
mately $8,000.00. Add to this the in- 
creased printing costs and you will 
appreciate the support that Loyola 
has given the '‘Alumnews”’.
